Landon Asks President How 


Far He Is Going for In- 


ternational Peace.

TOPEKA. UP). Alf M. Landon 
summoned the nation's republicans 
Tuesday night to shut off "too 
much power" for the Roosevelt 
administration and to insist upon 
"workable legislation" achieved by 
constitutional methods. 
The 1036 republican 
presiden- 
tial nominee addressed himself to 
an unusual "radio meeting" of his 
17 million supporters in the last 
election. Landon asked of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt: "How far does he 
intend to go" in pursuing inter- 
national peace? 
"We are faced with a situation," 
said Landon, "where he may make 
a mistake that would indeed be 
tragic, that might lead to war. 
Close observers have increasing 
doubt if he thought his recent 
(international) declaration thru to 
it* logical conclusion. Moreover, 
congress adopted a neutrality act 
•t the last session. The president 
took it upon himself to repeal the 
principle of the act. Now the job 
for the congress will be to decide 
whether the president's own policy 
is to be followed or whether we 
are to adhere to the policies which 
the last congress adopted." 
Landon called for 
"workable" 
revision of the Wagner labor and 
social security acts and in general 
charted a republican 
viewpoint 
for the forthcoming special session 
of congress. He assailed in par- 
ticular the administration's gov- 
ernmental reorganization proposal 
and said: "What he (President 
Roosevtlt) really needs is less 
power, a position that will fore* 
him to take tot advice and coun- 
sel of other men of both parties, 
men whose hearts also are in the 
right place, but men who have had 
more experience and who know 
more about practical application 
of government than he does." 
He said Roosevelt "wasted prac- 
tically the entire session of con- 
gress of 1937 fighting for more 
power for himself" while impor- 
tant legislation waited. And now 
in the call for a special session, 
he added the president, "first, of 
course, asks for more power."

Tells President 60 Cents a 


Bushel Would Help Out

WASHINGTON. (UP) Edward 


A. O'Neal, president of the Amer- 
ican Farm Bureau Federation, told 
President Roosevelt that govern 
ment corn loans of 60 cents a 
bushel are an "immediate neces- 
sity." 
O'Neal said corn now is selling 
at 38 to 44 cents for December de 
livery, against an 80 to 84 cenl 
parity price. 
"The condition of farm crop 
prices," O'Neal said, "is one reason 
for the stock market being so jit 
tery " 
O'Neal thanked Mr. Roosevell 


for calling the Nov. 15 special ses 
slon of congress to consider "ever 
normal granary" legislation 
"We feel," he said, "that stab 
ilizatlon of agriculture would make 
the greatest possible contribution 
to an early balancing of the fed 
eral budget "

Make Banking What 


It Should Be. 


WASHINGTON. (-ZP). President 
Roosevelt said the 
government 


nust improve and 
co-ordinate 
redit and other machinery to 
achieve and maintain an endur- 
ng- prosperity, free from the dis- 
astrous extremes of booms and de- 
iresaions " 
The president, speaking at cere- 
monies dedicating1 the new federal 
eserve building, made no direct 
eference to the recent tumbling 
toch market or down swings in 
lusiness barometers. 


A portion of his address, how- 
ver, appeared to give a partial 
nswer to those who have blamed 
administration 
policies for 
the 
lock market plunge 
Reciting that the government 
ias made many changes in its 
monetary and credit machinery in 
he last few years, Mr. Roosevelt 
aid that "it must continue step 
iy step to make the banking sys- 
em what it should be." 
"We must not complacently sup- 
pose that we have achieved per- 
'ection," he asserted, adding- 
"By the banking and security 
exchange acts of 1933, 1934 and 
1935, the federal reserve system 
was given increased power to im~ 
>rove banking conditions and to 
lid the government in combatting 
iractices which were evil m their 
results 
"Those powers have been con- 
centrated to a greater degree than 
before in a single public body, so 
that they can be used promptly 
and effectively in accordance with 
the changing needs of the country." 
The president served notice the 
administration plans no reversal 
of its banking policies, asserting. 
'1937 is not 1913; nor do we want 
to turn the hands of the clock 
back." 
The executive referred to cre- 
ation of the reserve system 
in 
President Wilson's administration 
and to "the courageous leadership 
n the congress for which the sen- 
or senator from Virginia, Carter 
Glass, will always deserve the na- 
;ion's gratitude."

State Insurance Director Smrha 
issued an order Wednesday direct- 
ing the Royal Highlanders Mutual 
Life Insurance company to allo- 
cate on its books to policyholders 
entitled thereto of May 4, 1937, 
the sum of $1,508,581 to be paid 
to them during their lifetime or 
to their respective beneficiaries 
after the death of policyholders. 
He said this did not mean that 
this sum would be distributed In 
cash payments, but would be set 
up as a credit to them and avail- 
able for payment of larger divi- 
dends by the company in future 
years, or might be used to pay 
future premiums or be set up as 
annuity. 
The company has already set up 


on its books $2,307,000 as reserves 
required by law, but in addition 
it has surplus 
reserve 
totaling 
$2,240,520, divided as follows: Un- 
apportioned balance of ideal re- 
serve fund, $1,506,581; emergency

It is the first 
named item which the company is 
directed to allocate between pol- 
icyholders.

assets, 
excess mortality losses and other 
contingencies 
The department

the two items 
The order further directs that 
such benefits as may accrue to 
each contract holder by reason ot 
the apportionment and distribu- 
tion made in compliance with its 
terms shall not deprive such con- 
tract holders of payment of any 
dividend or benefits from any cur- 
rent or future earnings

•mpire, the Cleveland brothers 
were able to add the Mo. P. to 
their holdings without consulting 
the I. C. C. 
Murphy said the purpose of the 
holding company was primarily to 
effect 
consolidation 
of

lines controled by the brothers.

After serving as a Nebraska 
bank examiner four years, he be- 
came interested in the. Farmers & 
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Merchants State bank or DeWitt 
which he managed in 1916; and 
early in 1917 he went to the Amer- 
ican National bank, St. Joseph! as 
assistant cashier, later becoming 
cashier and vice president. 
Coming back to Nebraska in 


1929, he and several associates pur- 
chased the Continental State bank 
and the Nebraska State bank and 
merged the two as the Continental 
National bank. 
Active in the American Bankers 
association affairs, Mr. Van Home 
served as state vice president, 
member of the executive council 
and treasurer. 
He was chairman 


>f the membership committee dur- 
.ng 1935 and 1936 and has served 
on the executive council and on the 
administrative committee. He is 
now a member of the commerce 
and marine commission and fed- 
eral legislative committee of the 
national bank division. 
Mr. Van Home served as chair- 
man of the executive council of the 
Nebraska Bankers association, was 
elected president in 1932, and is 
now president of the Lincoln Clear- 
ing House association. 


He is president of the Corn- 
husker Council of Boy Scouts and 
has been active in other civic 
enterprises, including a director- 
ship in the chamber of commerce, 
and has been vice president and 
treasurer of the community chest. 
Mr. and Mrs. Van Home will go 
to Chicago Dec. 1, accompanied by 
their two y o u n g e s t children, 
Pauline and John. Their daugh- 
ter, 
Betty, University of Ne- 
braska senior, will complete her 
work here, and Leonard, the eldest 
son, will remain in Lincoln where 
he is connected with the Conti- 
nental National bank.

Mr. Strain was born at Creigh- 


ton, 45 years ago and has had all 
of his banking experience in this 
state. He started in this field at 
Breslow in 1913, going to BrunS' 
wick, later. After serving in the 
World war he returned to Bruns- 
wick, coming to Lincoln in 1919. 
Mr. Strain went to ths First 
Trust company in 1920 and left 
there as vice president in March, 
1929 to take the vice presidency of 
the 
new Continental National, 
formed by merging the Nebraska 
State and Continental State banks. 
Coming to the University of Ne- 
braska in 1910 Mr. Strain was 
forced to give up his college career 
three years later because of ill 
health. In recent years he con- 
tinued his studies, took the state 
bar examination in 1932, and is 
now a member of the county and 
state bar associations. 
Active in civic affairs, he is the

procedure as a case stated, which 
involves only a question of law. 
A stay had been secured by 
Smith under the 1935 law, and 
when this expired March 1 last 
the trust company objected to a 
further stay, as Smith was re- 
quired to pay but $60 a month 
rental of an apartment .building. 
Attorneys for the trust company 
contended that the 1937 law is un- 
constitutional because it impairs 
the obligations 
of contracts en-' 
tered into before its passage, in 
violation of state and federal con- 
stitutions; that it denies equal pro- 
tection of the laws and deprives 
plaintiff of property without the 
due process of law; that it denies 
administration of justice without 
denial or delay; that it attempts by 
legislation to order the courts to 
grant a moratorium unless good 
cause is shown on applications 
prior to its passage, and involves 
taking- of property for public use 
without just compensation. 
It was argued that the allega- 
tion in the bill of drouth and insect 
damage of 1936 had created an 
emergency is only a pretext on 
which to hang the law, as shown 
by the fact that it expressly ex- 
cludes from the act all mortgages 
made subsequent to March 1, 1934. 
The fact that the legislature has 
provided for total stays of six 
years shows the condition is not 
temporary. A moratory stay de- 
prives the mortgagee of the very 
thing- for which the mortgage was 
given, since it denies the right to 
acquire title, to select 
tenants 
and to sell when wished. All that 
remains of the five factors that 
the federal supreme court in the 
Minnesota case held justified a 
moratory stay is that of low 
values, they said, and this is not 
sufficient. 
For the defense it was argued 
that the legislature has the power 
to pass laws impairing the obliga- 
tions of contracts when an eco- 
nomic crisis is sufficient to call 
that power into action, and that 
the question of

.n which many oil paintings ar 
lung, one that catches the eye is 
Lenore Benolken'a "N e b r a s k a 
Gold." The .Omaha artist has mad* 
from a . f eW ' . simple elements — a 
railroad siding, the corner of a 
huge grain elevator, an exquisite 
blue sky — something of unusuai 
beauty. The swift rise of Its lines 
give one an almost physical sense 
of movement. Miss Benolken also 
has a portrait in the show. 
There are several interesting 
portraits in the same room. I^eon- 
ard Thiessen sends a strong self 
portrait from Stockholm, Sweden 
Beside It hangs "My Grandfather," 
an attractive piece by Norman B 
Mangold of Bennlngton. Also in- 
teresting is "Brunhilde," a richly 
decorative portrait by Mary An- 
good of Omaha. 
Full of action is a large oil 
"Girl at Work," by Lillian Gar- 
rett of Omaha. 
Tho this gives 
the impression of having been 
hastily completed. Miss Garrett 
has caught something which she 
might have lost had she spen 
more time on the painting. Quite 
different is her charming portrait 
"Peggy," which seems a much 
more finished piece. In the south 
room, one's eye is caught Imme 
diately by Vera B. Arnold's mu- 
ral, "Mining." 
Tho no*" without 
faults, particularly a lack of con- 
trast in values, this painting- has 
good composition and lovely color 
Among the oils is a work of 
Glodys Lux, president of the Guild 
who has borne the heaviest re- 
sponsibility for the show. 
Especially interesting to visitors 
is the number of pieces by people 
from out in the state. Fears that 
only Omaha and Lincoln would be 
represented are scotched by the 
fact that at least 17 communities 
few of them in other states 


have sent work. 
There are so many water color; 
and so much craft work that it is 
impossible to mention all the 
pieces. Kady Faulkner's "Bleary 
Night" and "Washed" catch the 
eye, and the former bears an in-

ASSOCIATIONS PRAISED 


C. A. Sorensem Sayt They 
Are Monument to Resource- 


fulness of People. 


Nebraska 
Co-operative Credit 


associations were described as "a 
monument to the resourcefulness 
and ability of the people of small 
towns to help themselves" in a 
talk Tuesday night by C. A. Sor- 
ensen at a dinner following the 
final organization of a -state as- 
sociation of such institutions. 
Late in the afternoon directors 
were elected for the newly formed 
group. Louis Willie of 
Lincoln, 
G. D. Van Cleer of Chester and 
Leo Ryan of Kearney will serve 
three years; L. E. Laflin of Crab 
Orchard, E. M. Spieth of Elgin and 
Dr. A. Texley of 
Carroll, 
two 
years, and D. E. Magnusson of 
Chapman, A. E. Palling of Byron, 
Dr. J. M. McNally of Bellwood, 
one year. The object is to create a 
rotating board. 
"These-associations were not or- 
ganized for the purpose of putting 
commercial banks out 
of 
busi- 
ness," Sorensen said. "They were 
set up by the business men and 
farmers of the bommunity as serv- 
ice organizations. A small town 
without banking facilities soon 
dries up and blows away." 
He explained co-operative credit 
banks have been set up in 93 of 
the towns in which other banks 
"blinked out" between 1926 and 
3933. He estimated the population 
During 1936 demand deposits to- 
served at 150,000. 
taled $29,000,000, time 
deposits 
$95,000 and loans $1,298,000, he 
said. 
"The real bankers of the state 
welcome the 'co-ops' as perform- 
ing a much needed financial serv- 


• ice which commercial banks un- 
der present laws and conditions 
cannot render." Sorensen declared. 
In praising the resoucefulness of 
the idea he said the associations 
were organized without govern- 
mental aid. 
Judge Bayard H. Paine told how 
he reversed the usual American 
tourist procedure and 
went to 
Mexico instead of Canada. "You 
know you are in a foreign coun- 
try the minute you cross the line," 
he said, explaning the racial stock, 
customs and politics are radically 
different from the American. 


He found auto insurance prob- 
lems simple as each person killed 
costs the driver %a flat $3,000 and 
Mexican firms will assume juat 
that liability for 50 cents a day. 
"I think you have a real thing 
here. I would like to see it grow 
and 
develop," Rev. Daniel E. 
Cooper told the bankers. 


C. H. Wear, vice president of the 
Union bank, also expressed hope 
the movement would grow. "You 
must be of service, but don't let 
the people run your banks," he ad- 
vised. 
"I am here to defend banking 
institutions and banking of 
to- 


day," said Albert Held, vice presi- 
dent of the National Bank of Com- 
merce. He expressed faith in the 
future of Nebraska and told the 
bankers to' "help the customer out 
of debt, not into debt."

What you put in it depends 
not only upon what you eat and 
drink or receive as medicine but 
also upon what you breathe, what 
sort of clothing you wear, how 
well ventilated your abode is, how 
much exercise you get daily, how 
much sunshine or skyshine you 
give your hide the year around. 


The coarsest, roughest 
skins, 


the poorest complexions, are 
gen- 


erally those that get the least sun- 
shine or skyshine. The skin of the 
patient under the modern sunbath 
treatment, say for tuberculosis of 
joint, bone, lymph node, as it 
gradually acquires tan at 
the 


same time becomes 
beautifully 


soft and fine in texture and free 
from the blemishes that commonly 
appear on the skin that is seldom 
exposed to sunshine. 
Quaint ob- 


sessions against imaginary harm 
done by exposure to sunlight keep 
.too many misguided folk from en- 
joying the advantage of the cheap- 
est and best of all cosmetics. 


Some young persons have an old 


skin, thanks to bad hygiene. Some 
older persona have a young skin, 
A young skin has sufficient 
oil, 


secreted by the sebaceous glands, 
to keep it soft, warm and pliant. 
Any old skin lacks this natural 
skin oil and is dry, harsh, rough, 
irritable. A young skin may be 
vigorously washed with soap and 
water daily. An old skin should 
be cleansed rather with a bland 
oil such as olive oil, sweet almond 
oil or sesame oil or with pure 
freshly 
made 
cold 
cream—cold 


cream made by any pharmacist 
after the formula for ointment of 


•ose water (Unguentum Aquae 
flosae) in the United States or the 
British pharmacopoeia. 
It is a 
mistake for one with a young skin 
to begin using creams or oily or 
greasy cosmetics of any kind. It 
is unwise for one with an old skin 
to use soap and water, or in some 
circumstances 
even 
water, 
for 
cleansing the face. 


Old skins give more trouble in 


winter, not because of the cold, but 
because the indoor air in winter 
is usually excessively dried out by 
artificial heating and the skin 
suffers as do book bindings, grow- 
ing plants, musical instruments 
and furniture. In the winter 
sea- 


son an old skin needs a dally 
ration of oil to keep it in more 
supple condition. 
But air condi- 


tioning is the best protection for 
old skins', or at least provision for 
the evaporation of several gallons 
of water in the heated air every 
day. 


Dust, grime, soil or dirt on the 


skin do little or no harm. Often 
the means used to remove them 
may be more injurious to the com- 
plexion. 
Contrary to a popular 


belief, dirt, soil, grime or dust on 
the skin is not a cause of black- 
heads or pimples. 


Plain soap, not medicated, is 


probably the best of all antiseptics 
or disinfectants tfl use on the skin.

Cochran told delegates to the Ne- 
braska Volunteer Firemen's asso- 
ciation convention here that pas- 
sage of a valid firemen's pension 
law should be possible. He praised 
the volunteer service of the fire 
fighters and said: 
"It seems to me that the least 
that should be done for you by 
governmental agencies is to make 
adequate provision for compensa- 
tion and insurance, for injury or 
death in line of duty, regardless of 
where that duty might be per- 
formed provided It la performed 
under the direction of the chief of 
the department. 
"It aeems to me, too, as I have 
stated before, 'that it should be 
possible to pass j a valid firemen's 
pension law similar to the one 
passed in the 1935 session of the 
legislature, which was declared un- 
constitutional 
by the 
supreme 
court." 
The governor pointed out main- 
tenance of organized fire fighting 
departments costs' taxpayers ap- 
proximately half a million dollars 
a year, compared with an average 
annual fire waste of about two 
millions—or enough "to pay for all 
the expense of maintaining the 
public school systems in one fourth 
of the counties." He discussed the 
new law permitting 
organization 
of rural fire fighting districts and 
purchase of equipment for them, 
but indicated some amendments to 
the act might be necessary. 
State Senators P. L. Cady of 
Fremont, Edwin Schultz of Elgin 
and Carl Peterson of Norfolk also 
discussed the new law Wednesday 
morning.

Retirement on Nov. 1 of Harry 


McFhec$on, senior captain in the 
fire department, will extend the 
list of pensioners to 17 and the 
m o n t h l y 
pension 
payroll to 


$1,083.37 or $13,000.44 for 
the 


year. Of the 17, 5 are widows of 
firemen who served the required 
21 years. 
Pensions range from 


$50 per month to $130. Mr. Mc- 
Pherson will receive $73.50 or half 
the salary of $147 now paid him. 


On Sept. 1 there became effec- 


tive restoration of salary cuts of 
J933. Most firemen received $5 
increases. Mr. McPherson, prior 
to this restoration, received $142. 
His pension will be $2.50 more per 
month than if based on what he 
received two months ago. 
The 


pension will be less, however, than 
had it been of some date immedi- 
ately prior to 1933 when he re- 
ceived $150. This fireman could 
not have retired prior to this sal- 
ary restoration since his 21 year 
service record was not completed 
until the present month. If the 
nine other eligibles were to retire 
now, advantage to them of the 
September increase would be sub- 
stantial when considered in lump.

More Unemployment. 


Dr. Filley argues, in regard to 
the thirty hour a week, that if 
weekly wages remain the same, 
but employees work fewer hours. 
It follows that hourly wages will 
be increased. An increase in wages 
per hour, without a corresponding 
increase in production, increases 
the cost of the pioduct thus in- 
creasing the selling price. 
All 
prices of goods affected by the 
shortened work week would be 
higher. If weekly wages remain 
the same, each worker could pur- 
chase less and 
naturally there 


would be a demand for a smaller 
amount of goods. If this trend 
continued the unemployment situ- 
ation would be further aggravated 
and not relieved.

Infantile Paralysis 


Afflicts Old, Young 


Rigid Quarantine of Victims Is Urged -to_ 


Protect Children and Adults 


By ROYAL S- COPELAND, M. II.

AT THIS time of the year there 
is usually a marked increase in the 
reported number of Infantile paral- 
ys» cases. 


Epidemics of "Poliomyelitis", the 


medical name for Infantile paraly- 
sis, frequently occur in one or an- 
other section of the country. For- 
tunately, these outbreaks are usual- 
ly moderate in number and vio- 
lence. 
They do not justify that 


fear which occurred in the last seri- 
ous outbreak. But no matter how 
mild the epidemic, the disease still 
excites fear and even terror. Every 
parent in the neighborhood is un- 
happy. 
The campaign against infantile 
paralysis continues daily. 
Scien- 


tists all over the world are vigor- 
ously engaged in research work, at- 
tempting to determine the actual 
cause of this dreaded disease. In 
this country much work has been 
carried on in the same field. It is 
hoped that great benefits will soon 
be available, not only in the treat- 
ment of the disease, but In its pre- 
vention. 


May Afflict Anyone 


Although only two per cent of 
children are likely to have this dis- 


ease, the percentage varies In dif- 
ferent years. What will happen de- 
pends on the general health of the 
nation, as well as certain other fac- 
tors which have not as yet been da- 


The • disease !• not necessarily 


confined 
to children ; it 
afflicts 


adults as well. Some persons seem 
more susceptible to it than others. 
It all depends on the lack of a nat- 
ural immunity or protection against 
disease. Like, many other diseases, 
one attack of infantile paralysis 
usually gives protection against fu- 
ture attacks. It is well to be on 
guard against this disease, and it 
promotes safety to follow the gen- 
eral rules of hygiene and sanita* 
tion. 


If a child 1* known to have in- 


fantile paralysis, it is Imperative 
that he be kept to himself. 
No 


children should be permitted to 
play with him or enter' his sick 
room. Rigid quarantine should be 
enforced to guard others from the 
disease. 


Expert Care Needed 


As it is difficult to recognize the 
disease in its early stages, it is al- 
ways best to consult a doctor as 
soon as a child or adult shows aus- 
picious signs. Irritability, restless- 
ness-, pain and fever are signs that 
Should never be Ignored, whether

New Deal Feels Prices High, 


and Holds 
Gamblers

'he "Roosevelt panic,*' as it prob- 
bly will be called in stock znar- 
et history, may be short lived or 
he- forerunner of a fundamental 
us mess depression, depending on 
ow one roan feels about it. For 
: Mr, Roosevelt is responsible for 
he panic, he alone can end it and 
ring about a change for the bet- 
er in the national psychology. 
Judging by the way the tele- 
hone wires have been buzzing be- 
ind the scenes these last 48 hours, 
he New York viewpoint, gener- 
,lly speaking, is that Mr. Roose- 
elt brought on the panic by forc- 
ng up prices ot goods and taxes 
aster than the consumers could 
bsorb them, that labor troubles 
are of his making and that the 
Ldmmistration has finally baited 
Business so much as to destroy its 
ncentive and its morale. 
The suggestion as to what Mr. 
loosevelt should do about it would 
be 'somewhat amusing if the whole 
situation didn't have a tragic as- 
>ect. The New York idea is that 
£r. Roosevelt should acknowledge 
he error of his ways, issue a state- 
ment .of reassurance virtually con- 
ceding that ne has been wrong-, 
and promising Wall street that he 
ntends to be good from now on. 
The chances of Mr. Roosevelt 
admitting that anything he ever 
did was wrong or that his eco- 
nomies could possibly have been 
mistaken are about as remote as 
his asking Herbert Hoover for ad- 
vice on how to make prosperity 
seem to be "just around the cor- 
ner." There exists in Washington, 
among the new dealers, a some- 
what chastened feeling. There is 
worry aplenty. Government econ- 
omi^ts are issuing opinions pri- 
vately every hour for the benefit 
of nervous officialdom and there 
s a good deal of sensible conver- 
sation going on back and forth 
among the Joe Kennedy type of 
:he administration's friends in New 
York in thes hope of 
persuading 


Mr. Roosevelt to create a reassur- 
ing atmosphere by public state 
menta, propaganda, etc. 


New Deal Blames Gamblers. 
But it must be realized that the 
new deal doesn't think it is wrong 
and fundamentally the opinion is 
expressed here to the reporters by 
some officials about 
the 
stock 
market decline that the 
market 
was too high anyway, that "gani- 
jlers" are largely responsible for 
the break and that things will 
right themselves in due time. 
One has to go back to the Hoo- 
ver administration to find the par- 
allel. 
Mr. Hoover thought 
the 
'beam" had concentrated against 
him to bring about a stock market 
decline and it was thru his initia- 
;ive that the famous stock market 
investigation was begun by the 
senate which ultimately brought 
out most of the scandal that fur- 
nished the background or impetus 
:or the passage later on of the 
securities and exchange act. 
Professional bears or bulls are 
not responsible for the stock mar- 
tet decline and the administration 
*nows better, tho outwardly 
it 
.ikes to blame the Wall streeters. 
The truth is the market is a re- 
flection of a steady decline over 
several months in the 
business 
morale of the country due to new 
deal experiments and 
mistakes. 
The decline started 
when, last 
March, it was discovered that the 
estimates of tax receipts were 
wrong and that the 'undistributed 
surplus tax was causing such a 
bad situation inside business. 
The undistributed surplus tax 
stands convicted of failing to pro- 
duce the needed revenue and of 
having raised cam with the whole 
structure 
of 
business. 
If Mr. 
Roosevelt, by this time, however, 
does not know whata cock-eyed 
economics he has been subjected to 
by some of his so-called advisers, 
it is not likely that the stock mar- 
ket decline will educate him on the 
point. 


Ready to Make Concessions. 
However, Mr. Roosevelt 
has 


been getting ready to make a few 
concessions to the conservative or 
sound point of view. t He has been 
letting it be known that he will 
agree to the revision of the cap- 
ital gains tax and also the undis- 


rlbuted surplus tax. If they can 
^e worked out on a "fa^e-saving" 
basis. 
v 
Likewise, the president is going 
o drive hard to cut expenses, or 
t least to improve the budget 
rtowing between now and the end 
f the fiscal yeai. Also it ia said 
n good authority that he is get- 
tng ready to put a bit of pressure 
n the labor leaders to cut out 
ome of the unnecessary interrup- 
ions in production due to labor 
trife. 
There i*j a bit of scared feeling 
ere, but it is not what Wall stieet 
magines it to be. 
Meanwhile, the stock 
market 


>anic may have son\e beneficial 
ffects. It may stay the hand of 
abor for a while. It may cause 
hose who have been advancing 
rices unduly to pause and con- 
ider the possible drop in volume, 
t may also perhaps wake up the 
.dministration to the importance 
'f renewing its efforts to increase 
he volume of tiansactions grow- 
ng out of world trade.

YOUR PROBLEMS 


By Mary Gordon. 


Dear Mary Gordon: Fannie II 


wants to know what other readers 
think of Fannie Hurst's ideas on 
motherhood. I have not read the 
article quoted, but if the essential 
points are included in Fannie IPs 
letter, I believe Miss Hurst Is also 
very likely in one of those "psy- 
chological ruts." She is surely an 
intelligent person 
and successful 


in her career, but I wonder if she 
has raised a family, and if so, how 
well? 
Her picture of the old fashioned 
mother is i ather narrow minded, 
it seems to me, tho of course 
there are some who fit it. She is 
right, I believe, to resent the idea 
of many that all mothers 
are 
basically good mothers. Not even 
animal .mothers are all good as 
anyone knows who is familiar with 
livestock, 
for 
instance. 
Vet, it 


seems to me, love for a child is not 
at all the same thing as that pro- 
tective instinct 
of animals 
for 
their young; so, obviously such an 
instinct is not sufficient to guide 
and teach a child and prepare him 
for a useful life. 


Yes, 
a mother must know some- 
thing of the outside world, but I 
disagree with Miss Hurst in that 
"a career woman is fundamentally 
better fitted for motherhood than 
the homebo'dy." Unless she means 
by "homebody1* a woman lacking 
in intelligence, education and per- 
sonality, not interested in her com- 
munity, church, or public affairs of 
any 
kind, in fact a nobody. It 
seems to me that Miss Hurst is a 
shade too dogmatic and that her 
generalizations 
are 
much too 
sweeping to make her comparison 
plain she should have been more 
explicit about her "homebody," 
don't you think so ? 


Now, 
I know a woman who, I 


believe, can truly be called a home 
body. She is quiet and self-effac- 
ing, 
yet friendly to everyone, es- 
pecially those in need. She takes 
no hand in community affairs, tho 
vitally interested in everything, 
and has trained her large family 
for active interest and participa- 
tion in human affairs, generally. 
After all, what does a child need to 
be taught, in order to best take his 
place in the world ? 
To pretend 
that she would have done a better 
job had she left her home and chil- 
dren several hours a day for an- 
other kind of work, is sheerest 
nonsense. 
Successful motherhood 
is not a part time job and never 
will be. 


This woman is intelligent and 
industrious enough that she could 
no doubt have made good in busi- 
ness or one of the professions. Per- 
haps 
what Miss 
Hurst 
really 
meant to say, was that the suc- 
cessful mother must be intelligent' 
and it may well be that the suc- 
cessful mothers of her acquain- 
tance are also career women. But 
there are 
thousands 
of 
good 


mothers, successful in every way 
as judged by the' lives of their 
children of whom the world never 
hears. 


She says also "There b^js been 
too much sentimental propaganda 
about the loving wife, the home, 
and the kiddies." I wonder. And 
who puts out this overabundance 
of such propaganda, and why ? I 
certainly haven't 
met with any, 
have you ? Unless it would be the 
enthusiastic effusions of novelists 
and other writers, most of whom 
know little or nothing about the 
matter. 
And if Miss Hurst has 
only 
recently 
discovered 
that 
"after all, a woman's function in 
life is not merely that of an in- 
cubator," she is away behind most 
of the women of my acquaintance. 


The mother who would do her 
best needs all the wisdom she can 
develop, all the strength she can 
muster—it's a full job, physically, 
mentally and 
spiritually, and if 
she also has a career, she or her 
family must suffer accordingly. If 
her powers are great enough both 
her career and her home may 
share m a moderate success, and 
there 
are, of 
course 
full time 
mothers who fail at the home busi- 
ness. I believe some of the worst 
features of American life today 
would never have been, if we had 
more really good mothers. The 
training of little children can not 
be neglected with impunity and 
the very best any mother is cap- 
able of, is not too good. 


I don't know who holds the so- 
called 
old 
fashioned ideas of 


motherhood, for I truly believe the 
successful mother has always been 
well aware of the times, the needs 
of her community and affairs of 
state and nation, and the good ot 
our country and of the world is 
never better served than in train- 
ing children in the way they should 
go. If "the business or profes- 
fessional woman has a broader un- 
derstanding 
of life and its prob- 
lems," it is not because of her 
business or profession, and the 
same effort 
and understanding 
could better be used for the bene- 
fit of her family. It may be that 
the returns in the latter case are 
so long in showing and so in- 
tangible generally, that a mother 
believes her life dull and looks 
around for 
interesting employ- 
ment. Frankly, I think such a 
mother is lacking in real under- 
standing if she can't see the infi- 
nite possibilities of her job. There 
are, of course, women who should 
never become mothers, but if par- 
enthood is a fact, distaste for the 
job is no reason for shifting re- 
sponsibility. 


It ,will be time, years after I am 


gone, 
for 
someone to 
judge 
whether I am a successful mothei\ 
but from the earliest years, even 
the earliest months of my chil- 
dren's lives, I have sought to train 
them for successful living, not in 
a world I have imagined as pro- 
per, but in this present not at all 
perfect one we live in. And I am 
reasonably certain that no career 
in business, music, science, or art 
could have called forth the powers 


of mind and spirit which I credit 
entirely to the tremendous Job of 
being a mother.

ments Wednesday on the appeal 
of the Northwestern Railway

pany from the action of the state 
board of equalization in fixing the 
valuation for taxation purposes for 
the current year included as part 
of the system value the unpaid 
interest of $25,349,000. Included 
also was an appeal of the Minne- 
apolis & Omaha railroad, owned 
by the Northwestern in which 
valuation, in addition to market 
value of stocks and bonds, waa 
also Included an item of $11,277,- 
000 unpaid 
bond interest. The 


Northwestern claims a valuation 
of 
but 
56,296,000 
(100 percent 


value, of which 75 percent is taken 
for assessed valuation) basing it 
on four year average of market 
value of stocks and bonds and net 
income capitalized at 6 percent. 
The board's method 
evolved 
a 


valuation of 514,801,000, or at 75 
percent basis for taxation pur- 
poses, equalized it at $11,101,000. 
In the M. & O. case the company 
submitted a figure 
o£ $781,952, 


while the board fixed it at $2,- 
643,000. 


Railway attorneys said the use 


of the system as a basis was 
wrong, because from an operating 
revenue standpoint the Nebraska 
lines are nowhere near the aver- 
age.

II. Landon s radio address follows 
I have called a meeting oi the 
17 million men and women who 
voted the republican ticket last tall 
I have taken it upon myself to call

Roosevelt s career as president di- 
vides itself into two parts The first 
hase of his career deals with the 
irst lew months when he was in 
ffice, from March, 1933 to July, 
933 During those few months he 
performed commendable service He 
ose to the emergency with emer- 
gency action. He fed the hungry—he 
heltered the homeless—he replaced 
ear with confidence and hope 
Then came the second period of 
working out a farseelng, long range 
program of social reform This was 
a different situation This required 
a different type of ability This was 
a job which required quiet hard 
painstaking work. 
During the first four months of

egislation Incidentally, this is a 
phase that Mr Roosevelt does not 
seem to understand 
He does not 
want to let the opposition talk But 
if you ask any man who under- 
stands drafting legislation he wil 
;ell you that the opposition is your 
jiggest help The\ tell you nil the 
things that are wrong They tell you 
all the reasons why it won t work 
They give you the information tha 
inaples you to plu^ up the loop- 
holes and diaft a law that will work 
after it is passed. 
Now this may seem a slow tire 
some method, in terms of weeks o 
months but if you look back ove 
a period of four and one-half years 
it would have been very rapid in 
deed if thru that method we hac 
obtained some legislation that was 
workable 
But what did Mr Roosevelt do 
He refused to call m able legislator 
with years of experience He turned 
drafting of the legislation over to 
some college sophomores He handed 
t to congress in a package and said 
in effect ' Pass it this way withou 
crossing a ' t or dotting nn I 


Admission of NRA Failure. 


For example When the NRA wa; 
passed his avowed purposes me 
with approval But the NRA did no 
work. As everyone knows it was t 
miserable failure 
Dont take my 
word alone for this Asfc Mr Rcose 
velt himself 
He admits that i 
failed but excuses it all on the oasi 
that it was well-Intended YPI de 
spite the fact that NRA did no 
work In practice Mr Roosevelt con 
iinues to insist upon adoption oi it- 
theory in one form or another 
thus making the same mistake ove 
and over again 
The social security act is anothe 
example of the same policj 
It i 
well intended It is sometnlntc tha 
is necessary m our country 
Ther 
are many men in 
America 
wh 
have studied this problem for tears 
Pricticallv everyone of them dis 
agreed not with the idea but with 
the form Mr Roosevelt was jnm 
minR thru For serial security is a 
least the one thing in which al 
citizens should be treated equillv 
The present law does not do so I 
will be changed to correct its error 
when it is dealt with intelligently 
This 
is necessary 
because 
Mr 
Roose\elt filled to follow con*titu 
tional procedure in oraftinp it 
Let us next consider the qucstior

Tribute to Chief Justice. 


Now I want to give you an ex- 
ample of what happens when i 
piece of social legislation Is drafted 
according to 
constitutional

cedure by men who really under 
stand the art of drafting legislation 
About the yeai 1905 New York 
state took up the question of revis 
ing insurance laws for the protec- 
tion of insurance companies ant 
the protection of policyholders 
1 
certain small group of men attackei 
the problem And after months o 
arduous toil (it may have seemed 
awfully long at the time) 
they 
worked out a program of legislative 
reform That law is still in effec1" 
with only slight modifications Thi 
same basic law has been adopted 
bv many other states 
Twenty-five years later our coun- 
try was struck by the greatest de 
pression In the memory of living 
man 
These insurance companies 
Incorporated In states which had 
drafted similar laws represented the 
one Investment of the average man 
that stood up 
There Is one man In the Unitet 
States to whom we can be thankfu 
as much as to nny one else for thl; 
great piece of social legislation tha 
stood tho test of a generation and 
that man Is Charles Evans Hughes 
chief justice of the supreme courl 
of 
the 
United 
States 
It 
was 
Chief Justice Hughes heading an 
investigation who made recommen 
dations Irom which our sound in- 
surance policy was built 


Justice Hugo Black 


But there Is another tradition In 
our constitutional form of govern- 
ment which holds that when a man 
is to be ippointed to an Important 
non elective otfice he shall be sub- 
mitted to the scrutiny and w hite 
light of public hearings The spiri 
of our constitution like our mar- 
riage ceremony states that if any 
one has reason to show why a man 
should not be appointed to a public 
office 
let him come forwa 
and 
speak 
I am referring in justice 
Hugo Black I think it is fitting to 
reter to this because it is another 
case In which constitutional pro 
cedure wns ignored 
There wus :
